THE CEDAR VALLEY RIOT. 


Messxs. Eorrons:—From the depositions of 
fourteen residents in Fort Cedar, as taken by

1. That, between the hours of 11 p.m., of 
Aug. 15, endl a.m., of the 16th, A. D., 1859, 
some 50 or 60 armed men from Camp Floyd set 
fire to a hay stack at Fort Cedar, and during ‘eu 
or fifteen minutes rapidly fired bullets into said 
Fort, greatly endangering the lives of the men, 
women and children therein. 

2. That, immediately after the firing ceased, 
three of the residents of Fort Cedar went to 
Camp Floyd, seme five miles distent, and receiv~ 
ed the promise of Col. Smith that he wvald at 
once send « guard for their protection; but no 
guard came thet night. 

3. That on the 16th of August four residents 
of Fort Cedar visited the commanding officers in 
Camp Floyd, when one of said four received the 
idea that a guard of dragoons would be sent to 
Fort Cedar that. evening, and that if infantry or 
fvotmen came around their Fort that night they 
need not expect any good from them; and about 1! 
p.m., of the 16:h, a guard came, but they were in- 
fantry or footmen and not dragoons; and the me- 
rest accident prevented their being fired upon, in 
sccordance with what was deemed a cor- 
rect understanding.
